ADOSEVELT 10 BE NAMED 


TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN 


Former President, After a Fi- 
nal Survey of Field, Predicts 
the Utter Rout of the “Old 
Guard’”’---Convention to Pass 
Resolution Strongly Indorsing 
Taft’s Administration. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., September 22.— 
The utter rout of the “old guard” by 
Theodore Roosevelt at the republican 
Siate convention in Saratoga was pre- 
dicted today by Colonel Roosevelt 
himself. At the conclusion of a long 
conference at Sagamore Hill today, 
With half a dozen of his lieutenants, 
Colonel Roosevelt said: 

“I think I may be reasonably safe 
in sayln® that we shall have 100 ma- 
jority.” j 

* Final Survey Before Battle. 

Reports from all parts of the state 
Were received at Sagamore Hill to- 
Gay, Otto T. Bannard, of New York; 
Lioyd C. Griscom, president of the New 
York county republican committee; J. 
#*. Cracks, of Brooklyn, naval officer 
ofthe port; William Calder, of Brook- 
lyn; Comptroller William A. Prender- 
east, of New York city, and Herbert 
Parsons, Mr. Griscom’s_ predecessor, 
motored down from New York late 
in the afternoon for a final survey of 
the field of battle. 

All Over But Shouting. 

All through the fight which began 
with the Sherman incident, the colonel 
has refused to express an opinion as 
fo the outcome and none was ex- 
pected from him today, but the repre- 
Sentatives convinved him that it was 
all over hut the shouting. Unless 
Bome unexpected reversals do come, 
he was positive the republican organ]- 
gation would be forced to give ground 
before the progressives when the test 
came at Saratoga next week. His es- 
timate of 100 majority was concurred 
in by the others who attended the 
conference. . 

The attitude of the Roosevelt forces 
toward the Taft administration was 
outlined by Mr. Bannard., 

Convention to Indorse Taft. 

“In my opinion,” said he, “the Sara- 
toga convention will adopt a resolu- 
tion strongly indorsing the adminis- 
tration of President Taft. In accord- 
ance with the president’s expressed 
wish, no mention will be made of any 
Fenomination in 1912. No opposition 
to an indorsement of the admunistra- 
tion will come from delegates friendly 
to Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Griscom.”’ 

Mr. Bannard’s statement, coming di- 
rectly after the conference, was taken 
as a plain indication that Mr. Roose- 
velt had agreed with the others on 
this program. ? 

Mr. Griscom said that he had been 
brought good news to Sagamore Hill. 
Roosevelt Temporary Chairman. 

“I reported to Mr. Roosevelt,’ he 
gaid, “that there had been several 
our ranks, among them 
delegates from Dutchess and Mont- 
gomery counties, There may be more. 
Mr. Roosevelt will be temporary chair- 
man. There is no question about 
that. We shall have a majority of 
more than 100 delegates.” 

Colonel hKoosevelt said that the 
Mames of several candidates were 
gone over once more, but that no 
agreement on any of them had been 
reached. The platform also had been 
discussed, but it had not even been 
tentatively outlined, aside from the 
understanding that it would be pro- 
gressive. 

The colonel feels that no definite ac- 
tion can be taken until the up-state 
wnen have béen heard from at bSara- 
toga. . 

tie understands that his forces plan 
to go to Saratoga without a slats, 
to find out there what a majority of 
the debegates want and to settle upon 
candidates and a platform in accord- 
ance with these wishes, 

Roosevelt Out.ines Policies. 

Colonel Roosevelt said from the be- 
ginning he had asserted he was trying 
to find out what the people’ of New 
York state wanted. He qdgisclaimed any 
idea of attempting to force his own 
ideas on the* eonvention. In his 
speech at Syracuse last week, he 
pointed out, he had outlined in a gen- 
eral way his own ideas as to the pro 
gram. : 

What would be the nature of the 
plank on direct nominations he had 
no idea, but he felt that such a plank 
would be placed in the platform. What 
form it would take would depend 
upon the desires of the delegates. 

Mr. Parsons said that an effort would 
be made to force a roll call of every 
delegate to the convention in the vota 
for temporary chairman. He explained 
that it was proposed to put every man 
on record “for all time” either for or 
against Colone! Roosevelt. By this 
method, he believed, Roosevelt's ma- 
jority would gain from the ranks of 
the trimmers. 

Up-State Man for Gevernor, 

The feeling that an up-State man 
would make the strongest candidate 
for governor was expressed more de- 
cidedly than ever today. During the 
last few days the names of several 
such men have been presented. One 
just brought forward and now §re- 
ceiving some attention, is that of 
Elias Mann, former mayor of Troy.

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Mrs. Ottley Makes Talk 


to School Board. 


Chairman of Lady Board of 


Visitors Condemns City Gov- 
ernment’s Attitude Towards 
Public Schools---Lively Meet- 
ing of Board of Education. 


That the board of education, in their 
effort to improve conditions in the 
public schools of the city, were “a 
company of gentlemen trying to lift 
themselves by their respective boot- 
straps,” was the opinion expressed by 
Mrs. J. K. Ottley, chairman of the 
board of lady visitors to public 
schools, at a joint meeting of that body 
with the board of education, held at 
the Boys’ High school yesterday after- 
noon. Mrs. Ottley’s criticism, how- 
ever, Was in a spirit of commendation 
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for the almost miraculous results the | 
board had accomplished with the ex-| 
tremely small appropriations they had, 


received and not in condemnation of 
what they had failed to accomplish 
through lack of funds. 

The remarks of Mrs. Ottley were 
called forth by the proceedings of the 
board in which they were trying to 
relieve, by. pinching and economa, the 
most acute condition which has ever 
existed in the public schools of Atlanta, 
a condition characterized by underpaid 
teachers, ‘overcrowded and unsanitary 
schools and double sessions. 

Said System Was All Wrong. 

After praising the board for its con- 
scientious efforts to ameliorate mat- 
ters with the small sums appropriated 
for this purpose by the city, Mrs. Ott- 
ley went to the foundation of the en- 
tire school system and declared that 
it seemed to be all wrong. That the 
board should have to beg council for 
appropriations and then be compelled 
to pinch and scrape along on the in- 
adequate sums allowed them, appeared 
to her as ridiculous. She suggested 
that it might be feasible to amend the 
city charter so that the board of edu- 
cation in the future would have the 
power to levy taxes for educational 
purposes. 

“The state of things in the public 
schools of Atlanta has reached a 
crisis," continued Mrs. Ottley, “but 
there has been a gradual approach ta 
this condition for several years. Other 
cities have been able to find a remedy 
and I do not see why Atlanta should 
not be able to do so.” 

Mrs. Ottley stated she did not think 
that the general public realized how 
badly off the schools were. To bring 
the matter to the attention of the citi- 
zens,.of Atlanta, she considered the 


first step toward remedying conditions} 


and suggested that a publicity cam- 
paign be started with'the object of 
forming a@ public opinion that would 
eventually force the issue. As @ help 
in such a campaign she pledged the 
aid of the board of lady visitors. 
Council. Doing Ali It Could. 


Luther Z. Rosser, president of the 
board of education, thanked Mrs. Ott- 
ley for her remarks, but said that as 
he understood matters, the council was 
doing all that it could for the city 
schools. He called attention to the 
fact that the rapid growth of Atlanta 
had necessitated an enormous outlay 
for waterworks, the improvement of 
sewerage conditions and other matters 
as important as education. 

Steve R. Johnston, councilman from 
the sixth ward, stated that the city 
council was heartily in favor of all the 
efforts being made by the board of 
education and was doing all in its 
power to second them in every way. 

After having considered the crowded 
conditions in the white schools of the 
city, the board was considerably sur- 
prised when Superintendent Willfam 
M. Slaton read a report that showed 
the conditions in colored schools were 
ten times worse. The report stated 
that in spite of double sessions in all 
the negro schools, there were 866 ap- 
plicants who could not even be seated. 
It was further stated that if accommo- 
ations were found for these children 
there would undoubtedly be as many 
more who would apply as soon as they 
heard that there was room. 

Mr. Rosser and Judge E. C. Kontz 
made speeches, in which they empha- 
sized the duty of the city to care for 
the education of its black children. 
“As a matter of fact,” said Mr. Rosser, 
“there are over 2,000 colored children 
in this city who are crowded out of 
school. In my mind it is cheaper to 
pay teachers to instruct them than in 
after’ years to pay for police and jails 
to punish them.” 

A resolution to council was finally 
passed calling attention to the situa- 
tion and asking aid to correct it. 

The board transacted a number of 
routine matters before adjourning. 
Superintendent Slaton recommended 
that there be added to assist Dr. R. G. 
Stephens in his work as medical ex- 
aminer one male assistant and two 
jady assistants. 

The staff of the Girls’ High school 
was increased by the addition of Miss 
Emma Gregg and Miss Corrabelle 
Dawkins to the literary department, 
Miss Marion Melson to the commercial 
department, Miss Christine Romare as 
assistant principal and Miss Mattie 
Slaton, formerly assistant in the 
French department, *to the head of 
that department. 

It was decided that all applications 
to hold meetings in the public schools 
should be referred to a committee, con- 
sisting of the superintendent — of 
schools, the president of the board and 
the member of the board from the 
ward involved, Judge Kontz dissenting 


on the ground that such meetings 
were unsanitary.

For some time the Florida mills 
have been coming into Georgia terri- 
tory buying seed. This year the Geor- 
gia mills decided they needed. these 
seed themselves and fierce competitive 
bidding is the result. 

Cotton seed on the local market are 
bringing nearly twice as much as they 
did last year. A year ago they were 
selling readily at 90 cents per hun- 
dred, while this year they are bringing 
easily $1.65. Part of this advance 
is due to the advance in price-.of cot- 
ton seed oil, but the larger portion 
is caused by competitive bidding. 

While it lasts the farmer is getting 
the benefit of the competition. .

MISSIONS IN SUDAN 
ARE PUT UNDER BAN 


Decided Stand Taken by the 
Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Board. 


Boston, September 22.—A recommen- 
dation that no missions be established 
in the Sudan, but that the missiona- 
ries on the Congo be reinforced and 
the work extended, is made in the re- 
port of the American Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society of the special commis- 
sion sent by the society to investigate 
conditions in those regions. 

The commission, consisting of Rev. 
W. L. Ferguson, of Indiana; Rev. John- 
ston Myers, of Chicago, and Rev. J. H. 
Franklin, of Colorado Springs, spent 
five months in Africa, and have now re- 
turned -to this country. It finds that 
owing to the policy of the British gov- 
ernment the establishment of Christian 
missions in the Mohammedan centers 
of .northern Nigeria is impossible at 
the present time, but that the opportu- 
nities of expansion in the Congo Free 
State are great.

ACTRESS MIXES 
WITH DR. GRANT 


Atlanta Physician Gets 
in Trouble. 


He Files Suit Against Woman 
for $5,000 Damages, Claim- 
ing That He Has Been “Hu- 
miliated”---Word “Rape” Is 
Used in Court Case. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 23.— 
(Special.)\—Horace W. Grant, said to 
be a leading Mason of Georg.a, fied 
suit here in the superior court today 
‘against Mrs. Lee Wilkinson, an actress, 
known on the stage as “Lola Ed- 
monds,” for $5,000 damages. 

Mr. Grant alleges he “has been dis- 
graced publicly and humiliated,” be- 
cause of the character of a charge 
made against him in the police court 
Tuesday, when he was the defendant 
in an action brought by the Actress, 
who charged he committed “rape” 
against one of the members of the 
company. 

The charge of “rape” was d'‘smissed 
as soon as the case was broughi to the 
police court and changed to plain as- 
Sault and battery. The case was dis- 
missed after Judge Collins heard the 
evidence, which was more in the nat- 
ure Of a. small domestic difficulty. 

Mr. Grant, who is an author of 
Plays for the vaudeville stage, was 
engaged by Mrs, Wilkinson to write 
@ one-act sketch and rehearse a small 
company. When his contract of two 
weeks expired he asked for his pay, 
bt, it is said, that he did not receive 
it as promised. He then filed an at- 
tachment against the costumes of the 
company and the case was brought 
to a justice of the peace. The only 
thing Grant could levy an attachment 
on was the costume of one girl. When 
he had made the levy and the costume 
taken in charge by a constable, the 
charge against Grant was sworn out 
by Mrs. Wilkinson. After the case 
was dismissed in police court, he filed 
syit for damages. 

Mrs. Wilkinson is from Cincinnati. 
The assault charge by Mrs. Wilkinson 
was said in police court to have taken 
place about two weeks before a war- 
rant was sworn out against Grant. 
This fact led the judge to dismiss the 
case, as he expressed himself after- 
wards, to the effect that it evidently 
was an attempt on the part of the pros- 
ecuting witness to “get even.” 

During the testimony the gir! report- 
ed to have been the victim of the as- 
sault finally admitted he took her by 
the arm rather violently and threw 
her away from him. She added, “It 
hurt, too.” 

Mr. Grant said today he will fight 
the case to a finish. At any rate the 
dreams of stageland by a few unini- 
tiated girls have disappeared, and they 
are said to.be leaving for their homes.

It developed in 
the meeting yesterday afternoon when 
the matter was brought up, however, 
that neither of these cities would be 


put in nomination. 

Los Angeles, Cal., the only other 
city spoken of as a probability, made 
a brave fight, but was out-voted. Bal- 
timore, Chicago and Sydney, Australia, 
also made bids for the meeting, but 
were hopelessly beaten by Indianap- 
olis, 

At the morning session the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge voted down the ma- 
tion to adopt the report of the special 
committee recommending the erection 
and maintenance by the organization 
of a tuberculosis hospital.

Western States Stand Out 
for Decrease. : 


Topeka, Kan., September 22.—Orgen- 
ized opposition to the proposed  in- 
crease in railway freight rates was 
begun today at a conference of over 
150 representatives of commercial and 
public orgapizat‘ons of middle western 
states. 

The fight against the proposed rates 
is to be carrieg on principally before 
the interstate commerce commission. 

Colorado, Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Missouri, Arkansas, Minne- 
sota and Illinois were represented at a 
conference. The resolution recom- 
mends a decrease in rates if inygstiga- 
ton shows the present rates are 100 
high; a restriction of the proposed ad- 
vance if present rates are found re- 
munerative; a mandatory federal law, 
making it the duty of the interstate 
commerce commission to make a physi- 
cal valuation of railroad property and 
a rigid enforcement of the anti-trist 
laws. 

Governor Stubbs Addresses Conference. 

The meeting opened with an address 
by Governor Stubbs, of Kansas, who 
recounteq the efforts to keep down 
rates, told of the cost of building ra-1- 
roads and gave reasons offered by rail- 
roads for advancing rates. 

“My hope,” he declared, “is that this 
meeting will demand from the railroad 
‘he Raked truth about their *~proper- 
ties.”’ : 

Murdo McKenzie, president of the 
American Live Stock Association, was 
made chairman of the meeting and 
gave figures to show railroad earn:ngs, 
declaring the railroads’ reports do not 
show them correctly. It is planned to 
hold other meetings of the conference. 
of the latter and committees were ap- 
pointed to organize the work begun to- 
day, 

Resolutions adopted by 
ference declare: 

Resolutions Adopted. 

“That, if after exhaustive investiga- 
tion by the interstate commerce com- 
mission it is proven that the rail car- 
riers are not new receiving adequate 
compensation, based on a correct valu- 
ation of their property, we would 
heartily favor such increase in rates 
equitably applied, as would afford fair 
earnings on capftal invested. 

“If the invest:gation made by the 
interstate commerce commission de- 
velops that adequate revenue is now 
being derived the advances demanded 
should be vigorously opposed, 

.“If it should be discovered that the 
railway carriers of the country are al- 
ready enjoying an unreasonable per- 
centage of profit on the invesiment we 
favor such action as will bring about 
a reduction of rates to such a Dasis 
as will be reasonable to carr.ers and 
to shippers, producers and consumers 
alike. 

“We urge the interstate commerce 
commission thoroughly to investigate 
the operating expenses to find what 
betterments are added thereby to prop- 
erty and al] the conditions and valua- 
tions of railway property regardless of 
the time that may be consumed in or- 
der to obtain an intelligent basis for 
the proposed advance in rates. 

“We declare it to be the duty of con- 
gress to enact a mandatory law mak- 
ing it the duty of the interstate com- 
merce commission to make a search- 
ing investigation into the actual physi- 
cal valuation of all the. railroad lines 
in the United States.”’ 

To Present Resolutions te Taft. 


Chairman Murdo McKensie was ap- 
pointed head of a special committee, 
six of whom he shall select to present 
to President Taft the declarations of 
the conference. 

The committee was authorized to se- 
lect one or more to represent the“ 
states of the middle west in the hear- 
ing before the interstate commerce 
commission now pending relative to 
proposed rate advances.

Famous Litigation. 


Judge George L. Bell yesterday 
signed an order authorizing the sale 
for $90,000 of all the real estate and 
the notes recently turned.over by Mrs.

Property Owners Held 
Responsible for Delay. 


LONDON BANKERS 
“STANDING PAT” 


In Regard to Cotton 
Bills of Lading. 


Intercepting Sewers Cannot Be 
Built’ Until -Rights-of-Way 
Are Obtained, and in Some 

: Ca-es It May Be Necessary 
to Go Into Court. 


They Hold Conference and De- 
cide Not to Recede From 
Their Position in Regard to 
Guarantees From the Bank- 
ers of the United States.

Because of recent inquiries about 
the status of the work on the inter- 
cepting sewers and disposal plants 
to be constructed with the bond 
money, City Engineer Clayton made 
a statement yesterday in which he 
showed how the whole matter stands 
at the present time. 

With the bond issue for sewers there 
were to be laid intercepting sewers 
from the Butler street outfall to Peach- 
tree creek; from the Loyd street sewer 
to Intrenchment creek, and from the 
outfall of the Proctor creek sewer to 
a point on the same creek. There were 
to be built three disposal plants, and 
there were to be laid several lateral 
sewers within the city limits. 

There has been some question about 
why the work of laying the intercept- 
ing sewers has not been more vigor- 
ously pushed, and why something by 
this time has not been done to begin 
work on the disposal plants. 

Says Work Has Been Pushed. 

The city engineer states that his de- 
partment, with the aid of the sewer 
committee of council and the bond 
commission, has made as much head- 
way as could possibly have been 
i'made. He says that it requires time 
to get the rights-of-way along the 
routes for the three intercepting sew- 
ers. 

“We had to first survey and care- 
fully select the three routes,” he 
States, “and then learn who owned 
the land along the routes. Next we 
had to secure options on the «land 
through which the sewers had to pass. 
In most instances we secured rights- 
of-way without much trouble, but 
there were a number of cases in 
which the property owners refused to 
sell the city the right-of-way. In such 
cases we had to take steps to get 
these rights-of-way condemned, and 
this required time, as we had to track 
the letter of the law.” 

The city engineer stated that he 
had made surveys’of the routes for 
the intercepting sewers on Proctor 
creek and to Peachtree creek. On the 
Proctor creek route the city secured 
the right-of-way, with only three ex- 
ceptions, and these were on property 
owned by A. J. Elliot, Mrs. L. C. El- 
liott and Mary Alexander, a negro 
woman. These parties own on the 
route about 2,000 feet. 

The Peachtree Creek Route. 
, On the Peachtree creek route, the 
city engineer states, all the property 
owners have signed up with the city 
except the following:

New Orleans, September 22.—In- 
quiry made of Frank B. Hayne, the 
bull leader in the cotton futures mar- 
ket, brought the following cablegram 
to spot cotton members of the New 
Orleans exchange today: 

“Bills of lading immaterial.” 

Mr. Hayneis now in London, where 
he has been looking into the bills of 
lading question. His cablegram today 
confirms the contentions of many spot 
dealers in the south, who have claimed 
for some time that firms in good 
standing who are shipping cotton 
abroad this season will suffer no in- 
convenience. They say that arrange- 
ments have already been perfected for 
the movement of a large part of the 
crop, but assert that the character of 
the exporters will be a much greater 
factor in purchasing cotton and in hon- 
oring drafts than it has been hereto- 
fore.

‘AT LAWRENCENILL 


DiscussesState in Nation-

Lawrenceville, Ga., September 22.— 
(SpeciaL.)-—-Hon. Thomas FE. Watson 
delivered an address here this marning 
in the courthouse yard to a large au- 
dience. He spoke from the bandstand, 
which had an awning stretched over 
it, amd the people were scattered, be- 
neath the trees in the grove. 

Mr. Watson and party came through 
the country in automobiles. Major Mc- 
Gregor and others were with him. He 
started his speech without any intro- 
duction, and the crowd followed him 
closely for about two hours. Many 
jadies were on hand, and they seemed 
ta enjoy what he said as much as the 
men. 

Mr. Watson first took up the na- 
tidnal government, and dwelt on the 
system under which it is conducted. 
He told the people they did not pay 
enough attention to those who repre- 
sented them in congress to see that 
they voted right on all questions af- 
 fécting the public welfare. It costs on 
an average of $1,000,000 per day to run 
the government, and the speaker said 
this was too extravagant. He com- 
pared our government to that of Great 
Britain, and said their poor people 
were less taxed than ours.

Mr. Watson saved the raking-over 
of the late state convention and its 
nominee for the last. He déclared that 
the Hoke Smith followers were treat- 
ed worse than the Joe Brown men in 
that body. He predicted that if the 
delegates had Known what was being 
done by the secret committee and the 
one-man rule by virtue of the power 
lodged in the chairman, they would 
have nominated Joe Brown anyway.

City and Fairburn electric line, work 
upon which was commenced some 
months ago, is fast nearing comple- 
tion, and in a short time it is believed 
it will be in operation.

Purpose of Conference Ie Out: |

Topeka, Kas., September 22.—Gov- 
ernor W. R. Stubbs, of Kansas, out- 
the purposes of the interstate 
rate conference in a speech at the 
opening session of the conference here 
today. 

The governor said the railroads had 
combined to advance freight rates on 
a scale never before Known, 

He said the railroads, of their own 
initiative, had opened up the whole 
question of ascertaining the physica! 
valuation of their properties by the 
testimony of their officials before the 
interstate commerce commission. Gay- 
ernor Stubbs also deplored the ten- 
dency of railroads to favor large 
cities in the adjustment of freight 
rates, 

Governor Stubbs said in part: 

“Congress should immediately enact 

a law providing for the physical valu- 
ation of railroads by the interstate 
commerce commission, and this should 
be done before any general advance 
in freight rates is permitted. There 
is no more reason why badly managed, 
badly, constructed, poorly located and 
over capitalized railroads should pros- 
per than a badly managed business 
of any kind should be successful, and 
neither the people nor the govern- 
ment has any more responsibility to 
this class of railroads than they have 
to ill-advised business operations of 
asy kind. 
“The general policies of railroads 
through the Unite4 States to favor 
large centers and build up great cities 
at the expense of the rural communi- 
ties is little less than a crime against 
civilization.’’ 7

Keeler Prefers This Country 
to Great Wealth 
Elsewhere. 


Chicago, September 22.—The long- 
ine ot Horace Logan Keeler, 22 years 
of age, of Richmond, Ind., for life in 
the United States navy may cost him 
a fortune of $1,500,000. The young 
man, a son of Harry C. Keeler, of 
Richmond, enlisted at a naval recruit- 
ing station in Chicago on September

NOT READY 10 WORK 


‘Effort to Delay Investiga- 


tion Until After No- 


vember Election. 


Chicago, September 22.—After hear- 
ing arguments for and against a post- 
ponement of the Lorimer investiga- 
tion until after. the November elec- 
tion, the senatorial committee a1- 
journed its first formal session today 
aintil tomorow morning without 4decid- 
ing any of the ‘questions presente: 
to it. 

The plea for a postponement of the 
hearing was made by Attorney El- 
bridge Hanecy, counsel for Senator 
Lorimer, and was based on the asser- 
tion that to continue the hearing 
while two criminal cases were pend- 
ing involving similar subjects would 
be unfair to Senator Lorimer, whv 
wishes to call the defendants, Minority 
Leader Lee O'Neil Browne and State 
Senator John Broderick, as witnesses 
before the committee. 

Attorney Hanecy also urged that 
many of the state legislators wh) 
voted for Senator Lorimer were seek- 
ing re-election and that to compel 
them t>? leave their districts to testify 
before the committee would be a hard- 
ship on them and that the testimony 
given before the committee would be 
used for political purposes and not 
simply to arrive at the “truth. 

Attorney Clifford W. Barnes, of the 
Legislative Voters’ League, who filed 
a petition with the United States sen- 
ate embodying the charges of fraudu- 
lent methods in the election of Sena- 
tor Lorimer, opposed the continuance, 
declaring the senatorial committee had 
a solemn duty to perform to help 
“nurge the senate of its disgrace.” 

At the conclusion of the argument 
on the postponement of the hearing, 
Chairman Burrows, senator from Mich- 
igan, asked Attorney Hanecy to file a 
formal application in support of his 
motion for a continuance, stating in 
as brief a form as posstble the rea- 
sons on which the motion was based. 

Attorney Barnes asked leave to fils 
with the committee a counter argu- 
ment while the hearing should pro- 
ceed and his request was granted. 

In addition to the plea for delay be- 
cause legislators would be summoned 
to testify, the counsel for Senator 
Lorimer touched upon the political 
dispute over the Illinois deep water- 
way and asserted that not only were 
legislators being attacked because of 
their having voted for Senator Lori- 
mer, but because ‘they had voted 
against spending $20,000,000 for deep 
waterway purposes for the develop- 
ment of a water power project.”

ITALIAN CONSULS 
PROBE LYNCHING 


Question Whether Victims of 


| 


Tampa Mob Were Ameri- 
can Citizens. 


Manchester, Mass., September 22.— 
The lynching of two Italians at Tam- 
pa. Fla., on Tuesday night, is being 
investigated by the diplomatic and con- 
eular representatives of the Itallan 
government at the summer quarters of 
the Italian embassy here. 

“The first thing to be decided,’ 
said Marchese Paolo di Montagliari, 
the charge d'affaires, ‘is whether the 
victims of the lynching were American 
citizens of subjects of the Italian gov- 
ernment. This cannot be determined 
until the naturalization records are 
looked up. 

“The Italian government is investi- 
gating through its consul general at 
New Orleans, and that official is work- 
ing through the consular agent at 
Tampa. 

New Orleans, September 22.—Acting 
under instructions from the Italian 
ambassador to the United States, Fer- 
nando Mazzini, consul at New Orleans, 
has wired the consular agent at Tam- 
pa, Fla., to appear to the authorities 
of that state to protect al! Itallan 
citizens. 

This order grows out of the lynch- 
ing in West Tampa Tuesday night of 
Angelo Albano and Casteno Ficarrott, 
believed to have been Italian citizens, 
although there is some doubt ag to 
whether or not they had taken out cit- 
izenship papers in this cvuntry. An 
official report in the matter will be for- 
warded to the Itallan ambassador by 
the New Orleans consul.

So she goes about the more businesslike method of digging up 
the old letters of the Colonel, and a few of his distinguished friends, 
leaving the reader to draw his own inferences according to “his 
partisan preferences or his own peculiar brand of logic. 

The merits of the controversy may be one way, and the effects 
of the controversy quite another. 

In the latter respect, it does not appear the reputation of the 
colonel will sustain any serious impairment. 

In a more curious and wholesale degree than any American in 
public life for many years he has evinced the knack of shedding the 
penalties of large and little errors with the convincing infallibility 
of a duck’s raincoat. : 

He has made the normal number of mistakes allotted to the 
average statesman, but has suffered less from them than any of 
his predecessors. 

Exactly how he does it no one knows, unless the amulet of 
a universal popularity is potent enough to charm off those major 
and minor plagues visited alike upon children and politicians: 
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THE RURAL CARRIERS AND GOOD ROADS. 


No element of citizenry in America has a more immediate stake 
in the cause of good roads than the rural letter carriers. That fact 
was indicated at the annual convention of the national gathering of 
these public servants at Little Rock the other day, when almost an 
entire session was devoted to speeches urging carriegs to work for 
decent state and eprt: & highways. 

In Georgia, particularly, the army of rural letter carriers have 
been particularly effective in advancing the crusade for good roads 
inaugurated by The Constitution, using their influence so far as 
allowed by the postoffice department and each acting as a special 
missionary in rousing the sentiment of sluggish communities. 

One provision of the department has been of specific influence 
in stimulating good roads activity throughout the country. The 
postal officials will not establish a route where the highway it is 
supposed to traverse is not in ordinarily passable condition. That 
qualification is an incentive to ambitious communities to build roads 
where none exist, and to improve those already constructed. 

Additionally, the department requires that roads covering rural 
free delivery routes be kept in good average condition. If the car- 
rier, in discharging his daily routine, is forced to undergo extraor- 
dinary hardships by reason of indifferent highways, the government 
discontinues that especial route, after serving ample warning on the 
patrons. 

These two specifications work automatically to create and keep 
healthy sentiment for good roads in every part of the union. 

It is assisted by the fact that every individual carrier worth his 
salt is an enthusiastic booster for road building and improvement, 
since the cost of bad roads is a fundamental factor in his daily toil. 
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THE COLONEL’S PARAMOUNT ROLE. 


A just and unexcited estimate of the true role of Colonel Roose- 
velt in our past and present scheme of progress is contained in the 
following extract from The Indianapolis Star: 


There are many men in our public life who surpass Mr. Roosevelt 
as cogent and produetive thinkers upon the problems of the time. He 
is not an analyst, an economist, a constructive statesman; but he is

humanity, crying in the wilderness like the prophets of old. infirm 
though they were in history and constitutional law, but on fire with 
zeal for individual and civic righteousness. 

In one respect, it might be logical to differ with the findings of 
The Star, and that is in its theory that Roosevelt lacks constructive 
statesmanship. 

Any man who can rally a nation out of its indifference can find 
a voice for the product of its awakened mood and then can set an 
apathetic congress to work in at least a semblance of activity, has 
somewhere in his make-up the constituents of constructive states- 
manship. | 

Throughout the history of the republic there have been plent 
of instances of the sheerly intellectual order of leadership—men who 
dominated the masses by power of thought, but who hedged them- 
selves with such personal reserve that admiration and reverence took 
precedence of affection. 

It is in his ability, as The Star indicates, to express the feelings 
of the average man that Colenel Roosevelt has his happiest asset. 

And the development of that asset frequently brings upon his 
head the somewhat sneering indictment of the supercritical that 
Roosevelt “traffics in platitudes,” that he has “discovered the ten 
commandments” or that he preaches moralities rather than new and 
original issues. 

If, on the other hand, the colonel had wrapped himself in the 
ponderous intellectual garments of the old-school politician, talking 
above or below the mental habits of the masses, instead of in the 
terms and philosophy familiar to the everyday man, he would hard- 
ly have achieved heights more exalted than those occupied by a po- 
lice commissioner of New York city.

TO GOVERN RED MEN 


Basis of Representation “Is 


Changed and Other Amend- 
ments Made.

Georgia representatives who recent- 
ly attended the great council of the 
United States Improved Order of Red 
Men, at Toledo, report that some very 
important laws were enacted at the 
session which will be of iIinterest to 
local members of the order. An 
agreement has been reached whereby 
the basis of representation in the 
great council of the United States has 
been slightly changed and every mem- 
ber of the order compelled to pay ‘a 
per capita tax, 

Formerly the state reservation hav- 
ing 7,000 members or over was en- 
titled to 8 representatives in this body, 
no state being allowed to have a 
greater number than this. Thus, 
Pennsylvania with 75,000 members, 
and Georgia with 8,000, had each 8 
representatives. Under the new sched- 
ule a state having 8,000 members is 
entitled to 5 representatives; a state 
having 16,000, to 6; a state having 
32,000, to 7 representatives: a state 
having 64,000, to 8 representatives, 
and a state having 128,000, to 9 repre- 
sentatives. Under this schedule Penn-. 
sylvania will have 8 representatives, 
New York 7, and Georgia 6.

First. Have you in any way shaped,

Second. Since the date of the sale 
have you at any time owned or con- 
trolled any of the stock in this paper? 

Third. Have you at any time since 
you sold the paper, had any financial 
interests, direct or remote, im The 
Journal, or have you been connected 
with it In any other way by which you 
could influence or control its policy? 

It is a fact, doubtless known to you, 
that more than 90 per cent of the 
stock of The Journal is owned by those 
who devote their entire time to its 
production. 

Furthermore, that the _ principles 
which The Journal is now advocating 
are the same that it has consistently 
advocated for many years. 

I desire to make denial of Mr. Wat- 
son's statement in order that the pub- 
lic may not be deceived about the 
ownership of The Journal.

My Dear Sir: Your letter of the 224 
has been received. During the month 
of April, 1900, I sold my entire in- 
terest in The Atlanta Jotifnal to you 
and to your associates. Since that 
time I have never owned or controlled 
any stock In the paper, directly or in- 
directly, nor have I in any way con- 
trolled or influenced the policy of the 
paper. 

After I sold The Journal I was en- 
gaged in the practice of my profession 
and giving but little attention to pub- 
lic affairs. You conducted The Jour- 
nal, advocating to a large extent the 
same policies which I had advocated 
when I controlled The Journal. You 
were advocating those policies before 
I entered the raca for governor in 1905. 
In many respects we agree upon pub- 
lic questions, but the charge that I 
control the policy of The Journal is 
certainly as unjust as the charge would 
be that The Journal controlled me.

CAYNOR BOOMED 
FOR COVERNOR 


Looks Like Mayor Will 
Be Nominated. 


| 


Democratic Leaders Seems to 
Favor the Mayor---Tammany 
Leader Murphy Admits the 


Strength of the Gaynor Move- 
ment. 


New York, September 22.—Gaynor 
sentiment took form and assumed di- 
rection in the democratic circles here 
today more rapidly than at any other 
time since his name came to the front 
as a possible candidate for governor. 

State Chairman Dix had brought 
word of how large the figure of the 
mayor bulked from a distance, but 
until today New York leaders had 
been reticent. BPartly they were re- 
strained by the continued silence of 
the mayor himself, and partly by hesi- 
tation as to how they would take 
Mayor Gaynor at Albany and John P. 
Mitchell, now acting mayor, in his 
chair. Today there were two develop- 


. ments of interest. 


Open Talk for Gaynor. 

In the first place, there was much 
open talk for Gaynor among district 
leaders who gathered at Tammany 
Hall, and those who heard it could 
only account for it on the supposition 
that it had warrant from those higher 
in the councils of the society. 

In the second place, Charles F. Mur- 


phy, the taciturn leader of Tammany, 
publicly admitted the strength of the | 
movement toward Gaynor, while care- | 
fully reserving any declaration of his | 
own attitude. 

Murphy said: } 

“The sentiment of the state seems to 
favor the nomination of Mayor Gaynor 
for governor.” 

By many Tammany men this decla- 
ration was taken to mean that Mur- 
phy had brought. away from his recent 
Visits to the mayor at St. James, some 
intimation of his attitude toward a 
nomination, and thot the mayor's own 
action in permitting the publication of 
his long letter to his sister in Utica, 
relating his personal recollections of 
the attempt to assassinate him, had 
interpreted as equivalent to an an- 
nouncement of his willingness to run. 

Urged Claims of Sulzer. 

Mr. Murphy’s declaration was made 
in the presence of a delegation of poli- 
ticlans who went to Tammany Hall on 
an errand quite unconnected with Mr. 
Gaynor. They called, tn fact, to urge 
the claims of Representative William 
Sulzer, whose boom has been most 
actively put forward. The Sulzer 
boomers eagerly spread the report of 
their conversation on account of what 
Murphy said further: 

“Sulzer is also much talked about,” 
he continued. “I have had men going 
through the state, and they report that 
the people seem to want the mayor 
nominated, with Sulzer as second 
choice.” 

It was announced at democratic state 
headquarters today that the temporary 
chairman of the Rochester convention 
would be Alton B. Parker, former 
chief judge of the state court of ap- 
peals and democratic candidate for 
president in 1904. For permanent chair- 
man, Edward M. Shepherd and D. Cady 
Herrick are most prominently men- 
tioned.

SULTAN OF ZULU COMES 
TO THE UNITED STATES 
ee 


Potentate to Be Accorded the 
Honors Due to His 
Rank. 


Washington, September 22.— The 
Sultan of Zulu will arrive in New 
York, probably, Sunday and will be 
accorded honors due his rank. A 
wireless message was received at the 
war department today from the sul- 
tan, H. A. Ji Mohamed Jumabu! Ki- 


ram, announcing to Brigadier General 
Edwards, chief of the insular bureau, 
his coming arrival and expressing a 
desire to visit Washington to meet 
the president. General Edwards is in 
China, accompanying Secretary of 
War Dickinson on his. trip. Major 
General Leonard Wood, who knows 
the Sultan of Zulu very well, is hand- 
ling the arrangements for the sul- 
tan’s reception and entertainment. 
The sultan will be met by the govern- 
ment. 

The potentate set out from Jolo on 
June 12, carrying a collection of 
pearls estimated to be worth $500,000. 
Fourteen persons, including the prin- 
cipal headmen and hadjis of his do- 
minion, accompanied him. He issued 
a manifesto just before his departure 
commanding the people to keep the 
peace during hig absence.

The Boston Man Named 
Commander-In-Chief. 


McElroy Ran Against Gilman, 
but the Former’s Conduct 
Was Against Him---Rochester 
Is Selected for the Next En- 


campment.

Atiantic City, N. J., September 23.— 
John E. Gilman, of Boston, for com- 
mander-in-chief, and Rochester, N. Y., 
for the next place of meeting, was the 
winning combination in the national 
encampment of the G. A. R., which 
opened its business session today on 
the steel pier. Other officers elected 
were: 

Senior vice commander-in-chief, 
Charles Burrows, Rutherford, N. J.; 
junior vice commandéer-in-chief, Wil- 
liam James, Jacksonville, Fla.; sur- 
geon general, John lL, Smith, Spokane, 
Wash.; chaplain-in-chief, Rev. Thomas 
Harwood, Albuquerque, N. M. 

Rochester Gets Next Meeting. 

The new commander won the elec- 
tion easily, but Rochester’s election as 
the next encampment has a Mlittle 
string to it. The veterans decided 
that the encampment can g0 to 
Rochester on condition that satisfac- 


‘tory railroad rates are secured anq if, 


in the judgment of the executive com- 
mittee of the national council of ad- 
ministration of the G, A. R., the rates 
are not to its liking, the committee 
can select such other city to which 
reasonable rates can be secured. L2s 
Angeles, Denver and Springfield, I1., 
were also after the encampment, and 
San Francisco invited the veterans to 
that city in 1915. When New Orleans 
heard of the latter invitation a vet- 
eran from the southern city said the 
encampment would also hear from 
New Orleans before 1915, the year for 
the opening of the Panama canal. 
Conduct of McElroy. 

The election of the commander-in- 
chief brought up a subject that many 
of the veterans hoped would not come 
before them. It related to the conduct 
of John McElroy, of Washington, D. 
C., who was Gilman’s opponent for 
commander-in-chief. When McElroy’s 
name was -presented he promptly with- 
drew it in an earnest speech. 

He declared that he had become a 
candidate on the solicitation of thou- 
sands of Grand Army men and that he 
had tried to win the honor fairly. But, 
he continued, he had become the “‘tar- 
get of most persistent, rancorous cal- 
umnies, falsehoods and innuendoes.” 
The charges made, he said, had affect- 


ed his integrity in every way and were 


sprung on him on such short notice 
that he could not make a proper de- 
fense in the brief time left befone the 
election. He, therefore, he said, with- 


drew his name as a candidate and 


asked the encampment to investigate 
the charges. He said he’ completely 
exculpated Gilman and his friends 
from any hand in the reports circu- 
lated. 

The Friends of McElroy. 

Despite his announced withdrawal! 
McElroy’s friends rallied around him 
and insisted upon voting for him. The 
ballot resulted: Gilman 667, McEl- 
roy 216, 

After the vote was announced Me- 
Elroy formally asked that the new 
commander-in-chief be directed to ap- 
point a committee on inquiry to in- 
vestigate his (McElroy’s) “administra- 
tion at St. Cloud, Fla.” Objection was 
made, but his request was granted. 
The new commander will name the 
committee later. 

The charge referred to by McElroy 
did not come before the encampment. 

The proposition of a dollar a day 
pension for life will doubtless be 
shelved by the encampment. The 
committee on pensions, which repert- 
ed today, decided against the proposi- 
tion because it would be too expensive 
to the national government. It was 
figured out that a dollar a day would 
increase the pension roll, which now 
is $160,000,000, more than $100,000,000 
a year, and that it would take a half 
billion dollars in the next two years 
for pensions. 

The Lee Statue. 

If the most influential members of 
the G. A. R. can prevent it, the pres- 
ent encampment will take no action 
on the matter of placing the statue 
of Robert E. Lee in the national capi- 
tol. Leading members of the G. A. R. 
declare that they do not want to of- 
fend the soldiers of the Confederacy. 
“Time is healing the wounds inflicted 
on both sides,” said an old soldier 
today,

Perhaps nothing could bette rillus- 
trate the spirit of the members of tha 
board of education in their conscient- 
jous efforts to better public school con- 
ditions throughout the city than their 
generous action of yesterday afternoon 
when inside of two minutes the sum 
of $140 for the purchase of books 
and other supplies for the Boys, Night 
School was ra'sed by the personal 
contributions of those present. 

Dan W. Green, member from the 
Third ward, who had made a persona!

tionery. Unless books were given these 
boys, who are unable to buy them 
themselves, he feared that the schools 
would gradually fall to pleces. Conse- 
quently Mr. Green asked the board to 
rquest council to donate about $300 
to buy these supplies. If this request 
failed, Mr. Green stated, that he would 
personally make a canvass to raise the 
sum if the board would give its in- 
dorsement. 

“Pass Around the Hat.’’ 

Luther Z. Rosser replied that he was 
of the opinion that it would be a vio- 
lation of city law for council to grant 
money for the purchase of books. After 
a general discussion, in which various 
plans for the raising of this money 
were brought foreward and dismissed, 
Mr. Rosser said: 

“Gentlemen therd seems to be but one 
way out of this difficulty, and that is 
to pass around the hat.” 

With that Mr. Rosser started the 
subscription with $50, and every other 
member of the board and every mem- 
ber of the board of lady visitors, pres- 
ent at the session, followed suit with 
a personal donation, with the result 
that Steve Johnston, who made out a 
list of the donat'ons, announced that 
$140 had been raised.

TALK OF INCREASE 
IN CITY TAX RATE 


Alderman Grant Thinks 
Something Must Be Done 
to Repair Finances. 


The regular annual talk about an 
increase in the tax rate is up once 
again and this time it appears serious 
enough to be followed by a recommen- 
dation from the finance committee 
when council meets Monday, October 3. 

Atlanta’s tax rate is one and a 
quarter, or $1.26 on every hundred. 
The proposition is now to make the 
rate $1.50, or what is known as the 
cent and a half ‘rate. 

The city tax rate was one and a 
half up té the year 1897, when Charles 
A. Collier became mayor. Then it 
was lowered to the present rate of 
one and a quarter. 

It is claimed that no city of Atlan- 
ta’s size in the country has.such a low 
tax rate as one and a quarter and be- 
cause of this very low rate the city 
has been financially crippled for sev- 
eral years. 

There have been moves made of late 
years to increase the tax rate and then 
lower the assessments, a plan which 
would keep the city’s revenue Intact 
and yet put a stop to the city paying 
such a large state and county tax. 

Thinks Increase Necessary. 

Alderman John W. Grant, chairman 
of the finance committee, says that he 
thinks something will have to be done 
to increase the city’s revenue. He 
also says that he is not exactly in 
sympathy with some of the large ex- 
penditures made by the gity govern- 
ment, but as others differ with him he 
has yielded to the majority of his 
colleagues. He believes the tax rate 
will have to be increase because of 
the steady and heavy increase in the 
demands made on the city treasury. 

There are other members of the tax 
committee, It is said, who agree with 
Chairman Grant. 

The committee will meet early next 
week to make up the October appor- 
tlonment sheet, and the question of 
the tax rate may then be discussed. 

If any action is taken such an in- 
eg could not go into effect until 
912.

Cases of maintaining a nuisance will 
be heard in the police court next 
Thursday afternoon against W. H.

Policemen Carey and Davis on the com- 
plaint of families in Chastaintown, who 
say that the two concerns are using 
an open branch that runs through the 
section as an open sewer, and that the 
odors arising from the offal in the 
stream has been causing sickness and 
genera] discomfort.

OR CHARLTON 


Trying to Keep Wife 
Slayer Out of Italy. 


Alienists Ready to Swear That 
Chariton Is Insane, but the 
Judge Declines to Receive 
Their Evidence--Antecedents 
of Charlton. 


New York, September 22.—-The re- 
port of the alienists who examined 
Porter Chariton, self-confessed mur- 
derer of his wife at Lake Como, Italy, 
last June, has been made public at 
Jersey City, where Chariton is con- 
fined. Judge Blair, of the Hudson 
county court, declined yesterday to 
receive reports on the ground that he 
had no jurisdiction as a committing 
court to consider such a plea. 

The alienists who examined the 
prisoner were Dr. Allan McLain Ham- 
ilton, Dr. Edward D. Fisher and Dr. 
W. J. <Arkiits. . They declare that 
Chariton ig “of defective mental or- 
ganization, and is a victim of what is 
known to students of mental diseases 
as constitutional inferiority.” 

Antecedents of Prisoner. 

The alienists investigated the per- 
sonal antecedents of the prisoner and 
found that his grandfather was a rar- 
anolac, that a first cousin was an 
epileptic, and that a maternal uncle 
“was @ man of stubborn and brutal 
nature and eccentric, immoral and of 
Vagabond’ tendencies.” <A younger 
brother accidentally shot and killed a 
playmate, but showed no subsequent 
remorse. On one occasion, Chariton 
raised a chair to strike his mother, 
and on another vented his blind rage 
on a horse. 

“He was fanciful, wrote verse, and 
was delicate and to a degree senti- 
mental,” the report finds. 

Almost from the time of his meet- 
ing with his wife, the report siates, 
Chariton underwent a ‘change. “He 
became greatly detached, aloof, indif- 
ferent and at times insolent. On the 
day of the murder it appears that 
Charlton kept his temper up to a cer- 
tain point, when suddenly he seized a 
mallet. After the killing, he immedi- 
ately laid down near the body and 
slept until the next morning. He dves 
not seem to have been agitated nor 
worried. Placing the corpse in an 
empty trunk, he slept most of the day 
in their bedroom near the trunk, and 
afterward left the place. He made no 
serious attempt to destroy the evi- 
dence of his crime. His attempts at 
concealing his identity were silly. 

He Was Very Wmotivual. 

“When seen at the jail, he was very 
emotional. His facial muscles were the 
seat of jerky tremors, and his actions 
were exceedingly nervous. There were 
also coarser tremors of his hands and 
tongue. When reference was made to 
the dead woman, his face contracted 
in spasms, his eyebalis being drawn 
upward so that only the whites were 
observed. There. is no doubt that he 
has had hallucinatory visions of the 
dead woman at various times. 

“He feels no remorse or fears the 
law, nor does he seem to be alive to 
the danger of his person. All his dis- 
cussions of it are abstract, and he 
eannot be aroused to the heinousness 
of what he has done. 

“His physical condition reveals lit- 
tle vr nothing but hysterical stigmata. 
His color sense is constricted. His 
deep reflexes are exaggerated. 

“It is our opinion that he is of un- 
sound mind, and liable to attacks of 
impulsive violence; that his moral 
sense is pathologically defective. The 
murder of June and subsequent 
behavior inclines us to think that he 
suffered from an exhaustive psychosis 
due to excesses, and in a way the 
nature ofthe explosion which was pre- 
ceded by an aura. His long sleep be- 
side the body has impressed at least 
more than one that the act was per- 
formed as the result of an epileptic 
seizure, during which ne was not re- 
sponsible. 

“He should be taken to a hospital 
for the insane and there kept in- 
definitely, for he is likely at any time 
to be a menace to society.”

She was to have en- 
tered Wesleyan college, where her sis- 
ter, more fortunate, is better prepared, 
and therefore able to pass the entrance 
frequirements. It was suggested that 
she make application at Gresham in 
order to make up the requirements in 
her course of study. Her request went 
through Superintendent C. B. Chapman 
immediately to the board of educa- 
tion in special meeting, and as far as 
is known now no thought of admit- 
ting her ever entered the minds of the 
members of the board. Several stu- 
dents native Chinese are at Wesley, 
but no such application has ever been 
made for admission before in the coun- 
ty schools. The applicant will seek 
private instruction and pursue her 
course at Wesley as soon as she is 
prepared for regular entrance.

Grave Charges Made by 
Manager Stallings. 


Captain of New York Ameri- 
cans Is Accused of Quitting 
When Most Needed --- Presi- 
dent Farrell Will Thoroughly 
Investigate the Charges. 


New York, September 22.—The vapor 
of gossip that has surrounded’ the 
quarrel of Hal Chase, captain of the 
New York American League baseball 
team, and George T. Stallings, man- 


club. 

Stallings was in conference with 
Farrell today in obedience to a tele- 
gram summoning him from Cleveland, 
and took the opportunity of making 
grave charges. He accused Chase of

withholding his best services on the 
field, and of quitting when he was 
most needed. 

President Farrell thought 
charges so grave. that he took the 
first train for Cleveland, where the 
club now is, to make a complete in- 
vestigation. Stallings wanted to ac- 
company him, but was refused per- 
mission. If the charges are sustained, 
Farrell said that there would be no 
place for Chase on the Highlanders, or, 
in his opinion, on any other team. If

In explanation of the situation, Pres- 
ident Farrell made tonight the follow- 
ing signed statement:

manager. To my surprise, Mr. Stallings | 
made grave accusaztions against Hal 
Chase, first baseman of the team, and 
its captain. Mr. Stallings charges that ' 
Chase has not been giving his best: 
services to the club, and that he has 
been guilty, in baseball parlance, of 
‘laying down.’ 

No ball player can afford to hay 
his reputation and the reputation of) 
his club smirched by such charges, | 
and I have decided to go at once to. 
Cleveland, where the team is now | 
playing, to make a thorough investi- : 
gation of Mr. Stallings’ charges and, | 
if I find they are true, I shall lay the | 
entire matter before the National com- 
mission and ask that Chase be pun- 
ished. I owe such investigation t« 
the public and the players. 

“If Chase is guilty of Stallings’ 
charges, there is no place on the Amer- 
ican New York team for him. If he 
is not guilty, he should be promptly 
cleared of the charges, that he may 
stand vindicated before the _ public. 
Mr. Stallings denies that he gave out 
the statements printed in the last fev 
days, attributed to him or to the play- 
ers on the club, in reference to Chase 
deserting the club in mid-season in 
Detroit. He also denies that there 
was a row and mutiny in the ‘bus re- 
turning from the ball park in Chicago 
last Monday, as Chase never was in 
the *bus, but returned to the hotel in 
an automobile with three other play- 
ers; also that Chase never played with 
a semi-professional team during the 
time he was sick. 

“If Mr. Stallings fails to prove his 
charges against Chase, it is up to me 
to deal with Stallings as I see fit, as 
Chase is too great a ball player to 
have his reputation blackened by such 
charges. 

“There have been recently many 
misleading reports about my club and 
a change in its manager. I desire to 
say now that George T. Stallings is 
still manager. of the team, that while 
he is here, the New York club is in 
charge of my secretary, Thomas Davis, ; 
and that I have not appointed Hal 
Chase to manage the team to succeed 
Stallings.”’ 

Mr. Farrell started for Cleveland to- 
night on a 6:30 train. 


Statement by Hal Chase. 


Cleveland, Ohio, September 22.—Ha! 
Chase, when shown the dispatches 
from New York in regard to the com- 
plaints made against him by Manager 
Stallings, gave ott the following state- 
ment: 

“This trouble has been growing for 
The first real break came 
in Detroit when our club came west.

On my return to the 
hotel I met one of the New York base- 
ball reporters on the way to the tele- 
graph office, Having asked him what 
the excitement was, he answered, ‘I

Washington, September 22.—Plans 
were announced here of a campaig« 
to be conducted by*the national tariff 
commission association to have con- 
gress enact legislation which will 
make of the tariff board a permanent 
body to be affidated as a bureau with 
the treasury department. 


Henry R. Towne, of New York. 


tariff commission association, after a 
conference with Chairman Emery and 
members of the tariff board, issued a 
statement indorsing the work of the 
board in its effort to secure reliable 
information upon which to base tariff 
schedules, and emphasizing the desire 
of manufacturers to cooperate with 
the board in its work or to procure 
legislation which will assure its con- 
tinuance. 
Series of Conferences. 


The first of a series of conferences 
which will start the tariff board ac- 
tually on its work of making a scien- 
tific examination of the tariff, sched- 
ule by schedule, will take place to- 
morrow, when a meeting with the 
executive committee of the Chemica! 
Marufacturing Association will be 
held. That organization embraces 
about forty-five companies and prac- 
tically represents the industry in this 
country. 

Henry Howard, of Boston, a member 
of the executive committee of the 
chemists’ organization, came to Wash- 
ington today. Mr. Howard had a short 
conference with Chairman Emery, of 
the tariff board, and then called an 
informal mesting of his committee. It

is understood . Professor Emery gave 
to Mr. Howard an idea of what the 
board expects from the chemists in the 
way of assistance in getting statis-, 


tics of the cost of manufacture and | 


that Mr. Howard called a meeting of 
the committee to decide whether the 
industry is prepared to give it. The 
attitude of the manufacturers toward 
the board will develop more fully at 
the meeting tomorrow. Both _ sides 
expressed it today as friendly. The 
conference was followed by meetings 
with representatives of the manufac- 
turers of wood pulp, woolen textiles, 
iron and steel-and probably the metal 
men From the results of those con- 
ferences the board expects to know 
just where it stands in beginning its 
work. The mémbers of the board view 
the situation which confronts them 
this way: 

Board Secures, Own Information. 

One set of industries may consider 
themselves insufficiently protected by 
the tariff and be anxious to cooperate 
with the board to get what they think 
is due them. 

Another set may feel they are suf- 
ficiently protected, and may furnish 
such information as would tend _ to 
preserve their present conditions. 

Still another set, however, which may | 
be over-protected by the present law 
may either oppose the board openly or 
appear to be friendly and really hamper 
the experts in their work. 

Imdividually the members of the 
board are not alarmed at the various 
announcements that it will be a hard 
job to get information on the cost of 
manufacture from the corporations. 
They think the board has facilities one 
way or another for getting what it 
wants. 

When the board has finished with 
the chemists it will have some talk 
with interests of the woolen industry, 
the fron and steel men, the wood pulp 
manufacturers and probably the metal 
men. Those . schedules have been 
marked: for first attention. 

The Nationa] Tariff Commission As- 
sociation, which advocates the perma- 
nency of the board, is an organization 
which grew out of the tariff confer- 
enc® at Indianapolis in 1909. It is com- 
posed of delegates from all parts of 
the United States. Mr. Towne stated 
that it had undertaken to obtain from 
all congressmen and candidates for 
congress, pledges to support the perm- 
anent tariff commission. Conventions 
are also being urged to include in 
their platform. planks indorsing such a 
proposition. 

Manufacturers Indorse Road. 

“The present tariff board,” said Mr. 
Towne, “has the indorsement of manu- 
facturers throughout the country. Its 
methods of obtaining information upon 
which to base tariff legislation are re- 
liable and accurate, and its work shoul: 
become a fixture in the government. 

“Congress appropriated for the work 
of that board this year $250,000, but 
has made no provision for the perm- 
anency of the board. That is the re- 
suit to be accomplished and it is our 
purpose to procure through the agency 
of our affiliated bodies throughout the 
country, pledges from congressmen of 
all parties and candidates for congress 


in support of the tariff commission 
idea.

New York, September 22.—The valid- 
ity of the famous pre-nuptial agree- 
ment between Robert Winthrop Chan- 
ler and Lina Cavalieri, his bride, is 
now certain to be tested in the courts. 

Chanler’s first wife, Julia Chamber- 
lain Chanler, who obtained a divorce 
from him in the French courts in 1907, 
filed suit here in behalf of herself 
and her children in an endeavor to.set 
aside the ‘agreement on the ground 
that it was obtained by fraud and un- 
der influence, and that it was not the 
free act of Robert Winthrop Chanler. 
Mrs. Chanler, the first, has an agree- 
ment of her own with her former hus- 
band providing for the payment of 
$10,000 yearly for her support and 
$5,000 yearly for the support of each 
of her daughters. 

Charges of First Wife. 

“The plaintiff is not aware,” she 
says in her papers, “of the yearly in- 
come of the said Robert Chanler, but 
the plaintiff belleves that, by. the

Postmaster General Hitchcock and 
the postoffice department in general 
were defended and indorsed at today’s 
session of the National Association of 
Rural Letter Carriers.

He disconten- 
anced appeals direct to congress and 
urged that petitions for betterment of 
conditions come through the regular 
channels. Charges made against the 
department, he defined at “rot.” He 
indorsed the local parcels post idea 
and promised increased pay for the 
carriers when conditions warranted,
